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PREFACE 


The Barden records contained in this book are the result of more than the third of a 
century of gathering and saving what material came to hand in pictures, letters, interviews and 
search in genealogical libraries. A little help was also obtained from genealogists jn Boston 
and letters from England. All the pictures were saved that could be obtained by gift, loan or 
with the camera. Itis a matter of regret that more cannot be here included. 


The name, date and place records began in earnest in an all day interview in 1897 with 
my Mother’s Father, E. S Barden at Richford, N. Y., who was then 87 years of age and un- 
usually active in body and mind. When he saw me writing his statements in a book. he gave 
me, from memory, all the general facts herein of his grandfather and his father’s family. The 
names, dates and places enabled me to verify much that he told and to trace back to the begin— 
ning of the Bardens in this country, early in the |7th century. The Bardens no doubt came 
from the Wharfe River valley near Yorkshire, England. where so many places bear the name, 
including Barden Tower. The migration to the new world was done under oppression and the 


emigrants left few traces of the old Barden lines. y 


There seem to be two principal lines of descent inthe U.S. One from Richard Barden 
and the other from Wm, Barden and Deborah Barker of Middleboro, Mass., and two lesser 
lines, one George and one Brian Barden. Seme think the two related, Wm. the son or nephew 
of Richard. Many descendants of Richard are settled about Pen Yan, N. Y. Both lines are 
mentioned in this record, The libraries searched for these records are the Boston genealogical 
library, the Newberry genealogical library of Chicago, and the lewa Historical library at Des 
Moines. The history of Barden Tower may be found in the Encyclopedia Britanica and in 
the book of old English Towers, The vital statistics of Lee. Mass., give the births of the Seth 
Barden children. Ali of the statements of Ezra Seth Barden 1812-1900 found ater on record 
were substantially correct so his traditions are accepted as facts, The records of the present 
Middieboro Bardens were furnished by Sarah Scott Barden whose untiring help in this line is 
hereby gratefully acknowledged. The same is true of the group of Richard Barden descendants 
given in part by Merritt C. Barden of West Pawlet, Vt. He has been a most zealous helper in 
securing these records. Yates Co. N. Y. History also gives Barden data. 


I would like to urge upon thinking people generally that they make and preserve the 
records of all the older members of their families for every old person carries a fund of family 
history that will be lost to their decendants if not made into a record of permanent form, and 
these records will be much sought after by future generations, The publishing of family records 
is a rather thankless task and a matter of expense because of the limited sales, but to my mind 
a better tribute of honor and respect than shafts of marble, Hence this labor of love and de- 
votion that these records of the Barden pioneers may be handed down to succeeding genera- 
tions. 


Ames, Iowa, Dec. lig 927 EZRA CORNELIUS POTTER, 
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PIONEER RECORDS. 
EZRA SETH BARDEN, 1810-1900, born at Lee, Mass, gave his father $322 for his time 
from 11 years old. He traveled with Brown's Circus from 11 years old until he was 20, 
auctioneer and peddler. He farmed for himself ever since. There was only one other sober 
man in the show. Seth was called “Deacon”. He made a promise to his mother before going 
with the show not to swear, gamble or drink, All were kept through life. Gambling was the 
only temptation and it was flerce. The preachers he knew all gambled then. 


He commenced housekeeping on Hiawatha or Big island in the Susquehanna river in a 
log house three miles east of Owego, N. Y. First married when 2] years old at Ithaca, N. Y, 
Oct. 20, 1833, to Catherine Elizabeth Jackson who was second cousin of President Jackson and 
sat with the speakers as a relative during his campaign. Her lineage is from one of three Jack- 
son brothers who came from Ireland, President Jackson's father settling in the Carolinas and 
one brother in Philadelphia and one in New York. Farm of 100 acres. Next April after mar- 
riage he traded his wedding suit for an ox and went in debt for another. 


While getting out ship timber across the river two teams of oxen broke through the ice 
where the water was 40 feet deep. A flat koat near by served asa landing. Thirteen 100 Jb. 
shoats which followed them plunged into the water and had to be pulled out. The oxen had to 
be rubbed down. The clothing froze on him and there was no fie in the house but all turned 
out well. 

le remembered distinctly when his father and brother-in-law returned from the war of 


1812. Kemembered just how they looked when they came in dressed in their uniforms. 
Hie paid one half of his brother's (Simeon) college bill, 


He was healthy and strong until within four days of his death and died as he had often 
expressed a wish to go, He was staying with his son Frank and died of apoplexy January 4, 
1900, aboul 5 p.m. at Rawson Hollow, N. Y. Buried in Highland Cemetery, at Richford, be- 
side his four wives and two daughters, 


The following section of an ancestral chart is included to illustrate an excellent method 
of keeping records. There are several forms one other being the Connecticut fan chart, This 
square form where each column is a generation and with availabie pictures inserted as above, is 
in the best position to see and understand. It may be noted that two Barden lines run beyond 
the chart limit and are turned above and below the line. The pictures and data in this book 
are the best obtainable by the author to date and it is hoped other data and pictures and cor- 
rections will be sent in to be inserted in future bindings, a limited number only being bound 
this year. 

In the tracing of lineage each person has a number which is also the number for that 
person's family. To trace descent from any one find farther in the list, the family head with 
that number and then the descendant and so on down to the present. For ancestry go back 
each time from the family head to that number in the children’s list. Take the family head 
number to the children’s list again and so on to the emigrant ancestor, 


Desdemona E. Barden taught one term of four monthg in Lisle raad school 1859,, N. E. 
Owego, N, Y. for $2.50 per week and board around. In 1860 taught in the home upstairs. 
Had three brothers and three eisters and two others for pupils. A small fee only for the two 
outside pupils.

There were still further troubles with regard to her property and 
guardianship til with Willian Barden, who receipted for 
hor share of pro b lush who b3came her mother’s second 
husband and had the sottlement of the Barker proparty. 
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William and Deborah Barden lived in Barnstable somothing more than 
twenty years, and probably moved to IHiddloboro about 1685, as that was 
the date of hsr dismissal from tha Pe church to join the church 
in Middleboro There was no church organization in Middleboro at that 
time; but, “7 tho organization of the aut Church in 1694, she was 
among the first members, being recorced as “Widow Deborah Barden." 


William Barden died in 1692, or carly 1695. He made a w pe: but it 
was not dated or gigned. It speeks of his beins “in a weake and low 


condition by gay of sickness, and, not knewing how God may ‘deal with 
ey yet, while I have my ps rfect s a and undorstandins, am now minded 
to make my lest a ie testament. Tho will vas writtsn by Samuel 
Fuller, who seemed to sorve the peopie of iddleboro as toth minister 
end ne eae ond ae at the otgsnization of the first church in 
1694, became its first paste r. The unsigned will was taken to court 
Mareh 22, 1692/5 and Samuol Fuller “testified that in ye tims of yea last 
sickness cof ye above nanied Williom Barden, who then declared the sane 
to be his last will end testament. David Vood also tcstifieod that hoe 
was presont at the timo.” The will wag not admitted to probats, but, 
his widow, Doborah, was appointed administratrix of his estats. The

John, who marriod Hannah Chamberlain, se3sms to have served three 
different enlistments in the Revolutionary army. According to the record, 
he marched to Howlands Ferry, R.I. on the alarm of Decemvcr 8, 1776, served 
twelve days; served from Septembsr 6th to 12th, 1778, six days having 
marched from Middleboro to Dartmovth on an alarm; marched to R.I. on the 
alarm of August 1, 1780, served nine days. 


There is good reason to believe that the "Old Houss" has been in 
the Barden family since the the time of William and Detorah. If so, it 
is one cf the very few pisces of property that has remained in one family 
for more than two hundred years.

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M. C. Barden corresponded with an old man, John Burden of Headcorn, Kent County, 
England, many years ago who asked him to come there and make his home without cost. He 
said that Barden and Borden was acorruption of Burden. Tothis MC B took exceptions, ex- 
plaining all about the Yorkshire Bardens—that they were there before William the Conqueror 
came, that the estate was confiscated. Clifford, one of William's officers, occupied Tower chapel 
and seat on the river wharf and the highland moor off towards Skipton was occupied by Lam- 
bert another officer in William’s army Both fought at Hastings under William the Conqueror 
and the name BARDEN claimed priority. This John Burden was then over 94 years old anda 
bright old man. Now we may presume the Bardens of the Wharfdale were scattered to the four 
winds of heaven. 


More than 50 years ago I read a letter from the “‘Jron King’ Burden of Troy, N. Y., to 
my great uncle John Barden‘ (b 1807, No. 521). This Burden said he was born in Scotland, 
he beceme very wealthy, and in his eld age wanted to to visit the land of his birth and look up 
Barden ancestry. He found in Scotland that they came there from France where the name was 
spelled Bourden, and from England where the first spelling was Barden. 


There is an Jrish branch and they no doubt when William came went into Ireland. 
Their line is Brian Barden of Hills. Ireland, who had children, Bridget, Ann, Mary, Julia, Bet- 
sey, Michael and Simon who was the grandfather of lva E. Barden a school teacher at Pittsfield 
Mass. 1919. All of the above children of Brian Barden came to America except Michael 
who also had a Bridget. 


The Bridget who came here married Tutte who had a daughter Mary Tutte who became 
the mother of Joseph Tumulty, secretary to President Wilson, and we think that the line may 
be followed back into Yorkshire, England, as the James Hopkins first where M. C. Barden 
now lives followed him into Antrim, Ireland and to England where they were in 1680. This 
family came in 1722, evidence that the family are English.

**Antiquities—Ancient Castles of Yorkshire retain many interesting examples . Barden 
Tower picturesquely situated in upper Wharfdale was built by Henry de Clifford (d 1523), 
called the Shepherd Lord from the story that he was brought up as a shepherd. He was a 
student of astronomy and astrolozy.

In the neighborhood of Bolton Priory, where the Strid comes down from the high moors, 
in the old forest of the Cliffords, is this ancient building. Origina!ly one of the six lodges with 
which the Barden forest was provided, it was chosen for a retreat by Henry Clifford, the shep- 
herd Lord of Skipton. whose story is noticed under Skipton. {t is probable that during his 
twenty-four years of exile irom society, he came frequent'!y into this district and got to love the 
place, so that when the accession of Henry VIJ enabled him to return to his property, he re- 
built this house, to form for himself a quiet home for study and retirement. And here he 
generally dwelt, resorting to the company of the monks of Bolton for assistance in his favorite 
studies of astrology and alchemy. After his death the tower was neglected, and so in the time 
of Countess Anne had become ruinous, and was repaired and rebuilt by her in 1659. Whitaker 
saw it entire, he says, in 1884, but itis once morea ruin. It is a large square building, and 
has a chapel attached. The wails are strong but it does not seem more capable of defense than 


an ordinary peel tower would be.

Bolton Abbey lies at the foot of the most picturesque part of Wharfdale, the finest of the 
Yorkshire ‘dales’ and one of the most beautiful valleys. . . . It's story is told by Words- 
worth in the ‘Force of Prayer’. . . At Pembroke Seat we cross the little Barden Beck and 
pass under (5 min) a parapeted aqueduct across the Wharfe. A walk of 12 minutes more brings 
us to Barden Bridge, about three and one-half miles from Bolton Abbey. . ~. «. To reach 
Barden Tower, a ruined castle of the Clifford family, dating from about 1485, we ascend the 
road to the left for three or four minute. Adjacent is an old chapel (restored in 1860); 
and simple refreshments may b= obtained in the quaint o!d kitchen of the adjoining farm-house 
(perhaps the chaplain’s residence). About one-half mile to the north is Gill Beck waterfall. 
From Barden Bridge to Bolton ‘Abbey by the left bank of the Wharfe. three and one half miles. 


_Cross the Wharfe river by stepping stones, 56 in number, or the adjacent bridge, we recross 


the stream to Bolton Abbey. (p. 439) 


The prettiest and most interesting part of Wharfedale is that between Bo!ton Abbey and 
Barden which may be easily visited in one day from Ilkley via Bolton Abbey station R. R. 
from Leeds. (p. 448)
